Albany, N. Y., March 28 UP— 
Endeavoring to avoid a jam of 
controversial measures th reaten ­ 
ing to delay adjournm ent until 
Saturday. Republican lawm akers 
^tarted through the legislature to­ 
day a party bill to boost revenues 
for their $393,500,000 ‘’thrift" bud­ 
get by $750,000. 
At the same time. the Senate 
passed and sent to the Assembly 
a bill to eliminate the double levy 
on odd-lot transfers of stock—a 
legislative "compromise ' with Wall 
Street representatives. They asked 
a cut in the state stock transfer 
tax which they claimed is driving 
securities 
business 
from 
New 
York. 
The bill strikes out provisions 
for downward revision of tax rates 
on general stock trading and was 
offered by the Republican m ajor­ 
ity after support for the broader 
lax reduction lessened belief It 
would bring a $600,000 revenue 
loss.

Wells Says 
Britons Are

Wells called the British govern­ 
ment "grossly incompetent" today 
and said Prime Minister Cham ber­ 
lain and Foreign Secretary Lord 
Halifax were "just playing about 
w ith the war." 
The historian-noYciist, speaking 
to the British Students' Congress 
at Leeds University, said the gov­ 
ernm ent publication, "The British 
Case," was "calculated to damn 
us utterly in the eyes of America 
and all neutral countries and even 
in the eyes of our ally, France." 
Wells said the publication show­ 
ed that "we arc fighting for the 
British Empire and Im perialism " 
and that "if this is the stuff for 
which we are fighting, then it is 
foolish to fight 
"Everybody knows our govern­ 
m ent is grossly incompetent and 
yet no one dares attem pt its re­ 
placement. 
Why 
is 
there this 
hysterical trust in and loyalty to 
the government? All tho lack cl 
confidence in the spirit of our peo­ 
ple 
is 
psychologically 
different 
only in degree from w hat is hap* 
pening in Germany. 
"The Germans adhere to H itler 
because they fear com plete chaos 
if his gang breaks down." 
Urge* Single Control.

Meanwhile Great 
Britain and 
France are arranging immediate 
consultations on m eans of inten­ 
sifying the war against Germany 
and on what status to assign Sov­ 
iet Russia in the conflict.

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DOG-OWNERS MUST COOPERATE 
The city authorities acted quickly in the i 
serious matter cl rabies among dogs in the 
city but their efforts will be of no avail unless 
dog-owners cooperate to the fullest. 
Kingston will be quarantined for rabies 
among dut;s as a result of the death of a dog | 
in the city dog pound on March 22 and the 
quarantine will be in force until raised by 
the State Health I department. 
No dogs may roam the streets of the city 
without wearing muzzles until the quarantine 
is lifted. The .State Health Department im­ 
posed the quarantine when tests proved con- 
elusively that the dog picked up by the dog 
warden had rabies. 
Dog-owners who fail to muzzle their dogs 
arc subject lo a line not to exceed *25 for 
th*' first offense and the law will be rigidly 
enforced. However, it is expected that all 
will cooperate for their own safety and for 
the welfare of others. 
A sure safeguard would to have all dogs 
Kept indoors until the quarantine is lifted. A 
muzzled dog might be bitten by a rabid dog 
and not knowing his condition, he could in 
turn bite his owner or member of the house­ 
hold or some other person and thereby 
spread the dread disease. 
Keeping dogs in the house or tied up in the 
yard w ill prove a source of annoyance but it 
is a serious matter and will be worth tolerat­ 
ing 
If tho full cooperation of the public is 
gi\en, tho quarantine will be lifted all the 
sooner. 
Kingston residents in the past have exer­ 
cised good common sense and they can be 
depended on again 
to cooperate in 
this 
emergency.

one. Whether our principal interest be in 
soil, water, songbirds, 
gam e or 
forests, 
whether we are thinking in immediate terms 
of scil to he restored, floods to be quieted, 
or in the ultimate terms of human security, 


nu can all work together for the good of 
the country. 
“Informed citizens, working outside the 
government, can do much that needs to be 
dont to make conservation programs pull 
more closely together, deliver more for the 
dollar and make sense." 
Such pleas are part of tile growing effort 
made by people who see the problem clearly 
to awaken the rest of us to its urgency. The 
whole nation suffers when good farm land 
is changed to barren, eroded acres and when 
tortile soil is washed into our rivers and 
Anally into the sea. Tile w hole nation suffers 
when the waters of lakes and streams are 
polluted. Now is a good time to stop doing 
lhe wrong things to our natural resources 
and to play our part in their conservation.

Armistice or Peace Treaty 
Except hy Mutual Agreement 


London. March 28

Channel Tube 


Tunnel Project It Again 
Considered bf Franco 
and Britain.

LONDON —Work on a railroad 
tunnel beneath the English channel, 
suspended nearly 60 years ago, may 
be resumed after the war. 
Analole de Monzie. French m in­ 
ister of public works, declared in 
the French chamber of deputies 
that construction of the tunnel would 
be one of the first public works un­ 
dertaken when peace comes. 
The w ar has served to focus at­ 
tention anew on the project as a 
possible national defense m easure— 
to provide a life line safe from 
plane 
and 
aubmarine attack by 
which food may he sped to this is­ 
land and by which troops may be 
sent to France. 
More than a mile of the tunnel 
was bored some six decades ago 
before construction was halted in 
1M2 by Joseph Chamberlain, father 
of Frime Minister Neville Chamber­ 
lain and then president of the board 
of trade. 
Hailed by Injunction 
Chamberlain obtained a perm a­ 
nent Injunction to re fra in the Chan­ 
nel Tunnel company from boring 
any further toward the French coast 
without parliam entary sanction. 
Regularly since then, advocates of 
the tunnel have attempted unsuc­ 
cessfully to obtain this sanction. 
The present prime m inister only 
last, year said hrn did not believe 
that the tunnel would provide any 
extra protection to the food suoply 
of the country in the event of an 
air attack. 
However, Winston Churchill wrote 
in 1936 th at such a tunnel would be 
of inestimable value in wartime. 
And De Monzie in his French cham ­ 
ber speech said. 
“We see now the great interna­ 
tional need of the tunnel ” 
A tunnel 
linking 
England 
and 
France first was proposed in 1602 
by a French engineer named Ma- 
thieu. but it was not until 1872 that 
the first channel tunnel company 
was formed. 
The first actual work was started 
by the South Eastern Railway in 
1661 
L ater that sam e year, the 
Submarine 
Continental 
Railway 
company w as formed w ith a capital 
of $1,250,000 and took over the work, 
absorbing the original Channel Tun- 1 
nel company. 
Work continued until Chamber­ 
lain obtained his injunction. 
The 
construction company still is in ex­ 
istence. though it reverted to its 
original nam e of the Channel Tun­ 
nel company th 1887 
The nearest that the tunnel com­ 
pany cam e to obtaining official ap­ 
proval since the suspension of work 
was in 1930, when a parliam entary 
committee voted in favor of the 
project. 
It was rejected in the 
house of commons, however, by a 
seven-vote margin. 
The cost of the tunnel has been 
estimated by M. Dautry. chairm an 
of the French Channel Tunnel com ­ 
mittee. at $120 000.000. 
Under his 
plan. the tunnel would stretch be­ 
neath the channel for 20 miles, with 
its lowest section 300 feet below sea 
level. 
Sincr British and French experts 
have estim ated receipts the first 
year would total nearly $15 000 000, 
Dautry said. the tunnel would be 
self-supporting.

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April Eclipse Will Show Moon in a Ring of Fire

A partial eclipse of 
the sun will sweep from the W est 
across the entire United States 
Sunday, April 7. 
For nearly all the country. It 
will he a partial eclipse, hut for

Rio, Texas, to Jacksonville. Fla., 
the spectaele will he a rare annu* 
Jar—or ring: -eclipse. 
In the area of the annular 
eclipse, there will seem to he a 
narrow ring of (ire around the 
moon. This will lie a thin rim of 
the sun, visible there because the 
moon will he so far from the 
earth, its fare will not completely 
hide the sun. 
The .Negative Shadow 
The moon will blot out 93 per 
cent of the sun s diameter, w-hich 
means it will cover all but 14 per 
cent of the suns arca. 
The shadow that passes over 
the earth will lie real enough, but 
won t actually be the black cone 
of shadow that streams from the 
side of the moon opposite the sun. 
It will he the hour-glass exten­ 
sion of that black cone. known to 
astronomers as the n e g a t i v e 
shadow. 
Under the ring-shaped central 
IMth the sun will give about tw ier 
the light of the full moon. The 
sight will last five or six minutes. 
During that time smoked glasses 
may let the s|>cctalor look direct­ 
ly at vast tongues of flame shoot­ 
ing thousands of miles above the 
sun s edge.

Th colorful sing-song chant of the 
tobacco auctioneer soon m ay be a 
thing of the past in thc tobacco- 
growing Southland. 
Thc chant m ay 
soon becom e a “swan song.” 
For more than a hundred years 
thc high-pitchcd unintelligible chat­ 
ter of the auctioneer has been close­ 
ly associated with thc auction of 
tobacco. 
The high speed developed 
by these auctioneers has enabled 
them to cut down to IO seconds the 
average selling time required for rn 
pile of tobacco. 
But recent changes in auctioneer­ 
ing methods proposed by agricul­ 
tural leaders would put tobacco i d l ­ 
ing on a streamline basis by inaugu­ 
ration of "block selling.” 
Despite the fact that it has grown 
from a com paratively insignificant 
crop to one with a farm value of 
5300,000,000 annually in the United 
I"?.!"1 
States, leaf tobacco has been sold 
by thc present auction system since 
early in the Eighteenth century. 
Virtually all of the dom estic crop 
is sold that way now. 
W. P. Hedrick, chief marketing 
specialist of the North Carolina d e­ 
partment of agriculture,

The birth rate am ong the Utes 
and Fiutes under Jurisdiction of the 
Indian service is 55.4 per 1,000 popu­ 
lation. while the national average 
for all peoples is 16 7 per 1,000. 
Another cause for the Indian's 
revival as a race was attributed to 
m odern science. 
While the white 
m an's death rate rem ains about the 
sam e from year to year, im proved 
m ethods of sanitation, care of m a­ 
ternity ca .es, control of children's 
discases, and im proved econom ic 
conditions are slashing the Indian’^ 
death frequency. 
Addressing a m eeting of Indian 
service officials, Joseph C. McCaak- 
ill, assistant United States com m is­ 
sioner of Indian affairs, said that 
no group in the U nited States had 
a higher rate of natural increase 
than the full-blooded Indian.

ground. It cannot be a righteous 
I>cace if worship of God is denied.”
